Goebel’s flight, however, does not be- 
gin and end with the praise bestowed 
on the performance by a public to whom 
each rapidly successive air record ap- 
peals mostly as another new marathon 
air honor or the unrolling of a more ex- 
citing film in the motion-picture drama 
of the skies.
